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HUNTER PROTEST AT THE NATIONAL 








The National had one of its very best shows, the 63rd in point of 
sequence, and one which speaks volumes for the ever mouning inter- 
est in showing in general and hunter jumping and open jumping in 
particular. When there is a big crowd, a number of closely contested 
events, and the general nervous strain of a protracted competition, 
nerves begin to be drawn tighter than usual and then it is that argu- 
ments are apt to occur. 

The National was a particularly happy one this year with an air 
of good feeling and sportsmanship but for a protest which arose out 
of an ambiguity in the American Horse Shows Rule Book. It is not 
an obvious ambiguity and it is one that has been in the rules for some 
time. Qualified hunters call for hunters to be qualified having 
been regularly hunted for one season or more with a pack of hounds, 
recognized or registered by either the Masters of Foxhounds Assoc- 
iations of England or America. A certificate from the Master to this 
effect must be produced, if requested, by the secretary of the show. 
The certificate is good only for two years from the date of issue. 

There is nothing in the rule which says that a certificate for 
having hunted is necessary to enter in a qualified hunter class nor in 
the particular corinthian class in which the protest arose, was there 
anything in the condition which stated the need for a certificate to 
enter the class. There is also no doubt, on the other hand, that some- 
one entering a hunter in a class calling for the horse to have been 
qualified, would be better prepared, if a certificate was previously 
secured in case the secretary of the show should ask for proof of the 
horse having been qualified to hunt, but even so, the ambiguity exists, 
as there is nothing in the rule to force it. 

In the particular instance in the Garden, the stable involved had 
hunted the horse competing for conformation hunter honors and ac- 
cording to the rules in the Horse Shows Rule Book, Rule 14, Part 2, 
Section 3, were perfectly within their rights to show the horse in the 
corinthian class for conformation hunters without the certificate as 
the class itself only called for qualified hunters and did not make the 
certificate a condition of entry, only that the horse had been hunted 
regularly—or in other words was qualified. _ 

The committee settled the matter, a certificate was produced on 
the spot upon the request of the secretary as the Master of the Hunt 
concerned was fortunately at the Arena at the time, so that the mat- 
ter went off with comparatively little furor and only minor hurt feel- 
ings which, in any protest is bound to occur. Such a loophole in the 
rules is often only discovered in the stress and strain of a long compe- 
tition, and once discovered, it should be promptly plugged up so as 
not to oceur again. In actual point of fact, if a certificate from the 
Master, is the prerequisite to a hunter’s qualification, the rules should 
so state and those wishing to enter in qualified classes, should have 
to submit their certificates at the time of entry in the class. This 
would avoid anyone questioning a hunter’s qualification during a show. 

From a broader point of view, however, a conformation hunter 
division calls for a horse without blemishes and in actual fact, a hunt- 
er without blemishes is almost invariably a horse who has not hunted 


regularly 
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The whole tendency of every owner of a conformation 


hunter, is to do everything possible not to have him injured, in other 
words not to hunt him. For this reason, the hunting rule for qualified 
hunter should not in reality apply in a conformation hunter division 
for in actual practice its application works against the good sense of 
every careful owner. Far more natural to have a working hunter 
division for qualified hunters who bona fide hunt, and whose hunting 
helps them perform without destroying their chances of winning by 
putting blemishes on them, and then have a conformation hunter 
division for hunter types with no qualifying obligation.

Mr. Stewart’s English Bitches Provide 
Superlative Sport In A Great Grass 
Country Where Foxes Abound

Those who hunt with Mr. Ste- 
wart’s Cheshire Foxhounds are, per- 
haps, enjoying the best sport be- 
hind hounds that can be found any- 
where in this world at the present 
time for Plunket Stewart has deve- 
loped a country that for grass has 
not its peer even in England. His 
hounds, moreover, developed from 
the best strains imported from Eng- 
land pefore the war from the Duke 
of Beaufort’s, The Cattistick, The 
Quorn, The Berkeley and the VWH 
Cricklade have become thoroughly 
acclimated to the more difficult 
scenting conditions in America and 
this, coupled with their immense 
drive and fine cry, makes of hunt- 
ing a joy and an event which, once 
seen, can never be forgotten. 

At one time no doubt England 
could afford better sport than this 
country because conditions are more 
favorable for hound work and al- 
ways will be, but since the war 
much of the great grasslands have 
been plowed and still are under 
plow, wire has crept in and many of 
the fences, hedges and ditches re- 
main unrepaired. This is not the 
case with The Cheshire where, with 
painstaking care, Mr. Stewart has 
maintained his country even dur- 
ing the difficult war years where 
war time restrictions were not so 
stringent and where he was able to 
maintain and breed the great Eng- 
lish strains which have built his 
English pack in America into a 
working, driving team that can 
carry foxes out of his big woodland 
coverts and send them flying over 
the rolling grass fields which join 
each other in endless succession, a 
many colored symphony of greens 
against their woodland backgrounds. 

Two days in mid-November were 
memorable experiences for the writer 
for they combined all of the varie- 
ties of scent, that makes of hunting 
such an unbelievably changing pat- 
tern at no time exactly alike. On 
Thursday, November 14th, 17% 
couple of The Cheshire bitches met 
a fixture at Landhope, Unionville, 
Pa., the residence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Choate of New York who 
have this former home of Mr. Arthur 
Meigs with Mr. and Mrs. William

It was a brilliant day, a few clouds 
and a moderate south wind which 
began to freshen as hounds moved 
off a little after eleven to draw the 
Landhope coverts. There is almost 
invariably a fox in these coverts but 
this morning they proved blank and 
Huntsman Charlie Smith hunted 
hounds on back to Landhope house 
and on to the Robert E. Strawbridge, 
Jr. farm. @ . 

There is a broad meadow here 
ringed around by a ridge of trees 
that surround the meadow in a large 
semicircle forming a gigantic ampi- 
theatre. Here the Field waited with

Saturday the 16th, Mr. Stewart 
met his Hounds at Kennels. It was 
another blue, sunny day, but again 
the south wind made conditions diffi- 
cult for scent. Five foxes were 
of coverts adjoining 


in each case, hounds could do noth- 


ed about him and then with an im- 
perceptible wave of his hand the

tongue but a brief burst through 
the woods found them on the other 
side of covert, obviously without a 
trace of scent upon which to work. 
Hounds worked each fox found as 
well as could be expected without a 
trace of discouragement and then a

halt was made at mid-day. Undoubi- 
edly conditions would change but 
just when was the question. Another 
fox was gotten up about 2 and three 
hounds were seen working a line 
with determination but by the time 
the rest of the pack were brought on, 
scent had disappeared although the 
way the pack cast about, it was evi- 
dent some vestige of scent remain- 
ed, but high, too high for hounds 
to reach. About 2:30 the Master 
gave the word to hunt The Planta- 
tion, a big evergreen covert across 
the highway from Brooklawn. The 
Field had dwindled to a dozen but 
hopes were still high. A new damp- 
ness had crept into the wind, a chill 
ness which spoke well for things to 
come, 

The whipper-in viewed a fox at 
the edge of the wood and Charlie 
Smith had his hounds about him and 
over to the spot in a hand gallop al- 
most before the Field realized what 
had happened. Just a case of where 
handiness in a pack spells’ the 
difference between a good and bad 
day. To have to wait while strag- 
glers were brought up would have 
meant in such a day, scent too stale 
to follow. Hounds were on this fox 
across a quarter mile of intervening 
ground in a matter of two or three 
minutes and burst into The Planta- 
tion woods with a cry that made 
one’s spine tingle. The Master was 
right, he had said things would 
change. There then began a chase 
which for speed could hardly be im- 
proved. The fox bore straight across 
country to the Kennel woods where 
another fox sped out and sneaked 
back to the Plantation. It was hard 
to say whether this was the hunted 
fox or a newcomer, but no hound 
changed and the cry, coming faintly 
to driving horsemen several fields 
behind was warning enough that 
hounds were well away and going 
like smoke. 

Through the Kennel Woods, and 
past the “Cliff’’ Cheston’s farm on 
the right, into Coxes’ the line held 
true. Once through Coxes’ it was 
apparent this good running fox was 
heading for that large covert known 
as Burnt Chimney. Our pilot swung 
slightly lefthanded but with not the 
silghtest check in pace hounds car- 
ried it on to this big, wild covert. 
Here he turned sharp left, the lead 
hounds overran, were put right and 
carried him directly into Burnt 
Chimney where they promptly mark- 
ed to ground. 

It was a twenty minute burst as 
fast as horse could put foot to 
ground over hilly country with sev- 
eral fine flights of rails, particularly 
through the Dolan farm where an 
English visitor of the Skipper Loft- 
ings and Nicholas Luddington made 
play of some rail fences in spite of 
tired and blown horses. It was a 
splendid finish to a fine hunting day, 
seven foxes out of coverts, a grand 
burst that tried the best and then 
home to the welcome pleasure of 
the hospitality of the John W. Cross’.

On November 3rd, the Fox River 
Valley Hunt had invited the Long- 
meadow Hounds to truck over their 
pack and lay a drag in the Barring- 
ton country. This invitation was ac- 
cepted with delighted anticipation, 
as in past years similar events had 
given pleasure to the senior members 
of the Hunt before Pearl Harbor and 
gas rationing had made them impos- 
sible. The Skokie Valley which the 
Longmeadow habitually traverses is 
threatened on all sides with subur- 
ban development and even trespass- 
es on an occasional tract already 
marked with some of the typical im- 
pedimenta of the subdivision. Bar- 
rington on the other hand is still 
open country held largely by farm- 
ers deriving their living from their 
land or country squires measuring 
their holdings in large acreages, and 
the expression “front feet’’ there 
need only refer to livestock. Anoth- 
er happy difference in the countries 
is the quality of the footing. Along 
the shore of Lake Michigan where 
the Longmeadow country lies, the 
subsoil is almost invariably clay 
which bakes hard as cement in times 
of drought and becomes a danger- 
ously sticky morass when wet, 
while in the Fox River Valley the 
rolling country provides plenty of 
easy drainage so that the fields are 
far less likely to become swamp 
land after a storm.

Need For Grain Feeding For Top Prices 








Reputation For Grass Feeding Brings 
Prices Down In Any One Section; Makes 
For False Economy Among Breeders 





by A. Mackay Smith 


Some months ago I spoke, in these 
columns, about the series of lec- 
tures on farming which the Orange 
County Hunt of The Plains, Va. is 
sponsoring for the benefit of the 
owners and renters of land over 
which it hunts—certainly one of 
the most practical and forward-look- 
ing steps toward improving foxhunt- 
er-landowner relations that any 
hunt has undertaken since the end 
of the war. The first lecture by Prof. 
Johnstone-Wallace of Cornell, one of 
the world’s leading authorities on 
pasture, was here reported at some 
length. Last week I had the plea- 
sure of hearing the second in the 
series, delivered by Mr. H. B. Davis 
of the Arcady Milling Company, 
author of a regular market letter on 
the livestock markets of the coun- 
try. 

Mr. Davis spoke about the future 
of the East as a production center 
of high-grade beef. During the past 
15 years some of the best herds of 
pure-bred beef cattle in the United 
States have been established in the 
East and Southeast. Up to now, 
however, the grade of beef produc- 
ed in the same section does not com- 
pare in quality with its herds of 
breeding stock. Eastern stockmen 
are definitely missing the boat in 
this respect. In consequence eastern 
pure-bred owners are losing their 
best potential market, the market 
for registered commercial bulls— 
which is the real backbone of the 
pure-bred beef industry. Further- 
more they should remember that 
when beef prices are depressed—as, 
sooner or later, they surely will be 
—the sales of pure-bred cattle for 
breeding stock will be most affect- 
ed. In such times they will find 
that a certain amount of commercial 
beef production on their own farms 
will provide an excellent cushion 
against the drop. 

The successful production of 
high-grade beef is one of the great- 
est sources of revenue that any 
agricultural section can have. Be- 
fore the turn of the century, James 
J. Hill, who pioneered the Great 
Northern railway, went to Scotland 
and bought pure-bred beef bulls 
which were sold, at nominal prices, 
to stockmen wiih farms along the 
right of way. Today the _ Illinois 
Central Railway is placing bulls and 
artificial insemination laboratories 
in its territory from Kentucky to 
Louisiana, with the expectation of 
concrete results at the end of ten 
years. 

The big cities of the Northeast 
are the best markets for beef in the 
world, so much so that Eastern 
order buyers almost invariably fix 


the prices of top grade cattle in the 
Chicago market. At the present 
time, however, the meat these men 
buy comes almost entirely from mid- 
dle-western feed lots instead of the 
closer pastures of the Bast. In 1945, 
955,000 head were shipped from the 
Chicago Union Stock yards of New 
York for slaughter—not counting 
black market operations. What can 
the East do to capture this market? 

The East has cert@in natural ad- 
vantages over the Mid-West which 
should give it a head start. First of 
all it has much better grass, which, 
properly used, is the most economi- 
cal feed there is for producing beef. 
Second, it is much closer to Eastern 
markets which means not only an 
advantage in freight rates, but also 
less loss of weight in transit. Third- 
ly, it has a wonderful group of pure- 
bred herds from which to draw com- 
mercial bulls. 

On the debit side of the ledger 
the East has to contend with the 
fact that it cannot produce corn as 
cheaply as the Mid-West. On the 
other hand the freight on Iowa corn 
is only about a third of a cent a 
pound, which is far outweighed by 
the low costs of producing beef on 
Eastern pastures. 

A more serious handicap is the 
poor reputation of the East as far 
as high grade beef production is 
coneerned. Very few Eastern cattle- 
men will really finish their cattle 
properly, Either they use too little 
grain or none at all. Those that do, 
suffer for the sins of their neigh- 
bors. Mr. Davis recently asked the 
largest eastern order buyer in Chi- 
cago what he thought of Virginia 
cattle. “Strictly grass cattle’, was 
the reply, “They simply won’t do 
for my trade.’ 

Selling good quality steers off 
grass is false economy. At present 
prices $20.00 worth of corn will 
usually raise a steer at least one 
grade, which means from $50.00 to 
$100.00 difference in the selling 
price. Creep feeding calves, feeding 
6 pounds of grain a day to yearlings 
on pasture and seven pounds a day 
for 90 to 100 days (or 15 pounds of 
corn and cob meal and 15 pounds of 
ensilage) in dry lot is what Mr. 
Davis recommends as the most pro- 
fitable way to produce high grade 
beef on eastern pastures. He also 
thinks that ground barley has 90 
percent as much feeding value as 
corn and suggests it as a_ better 
Eastern crop than corn on many 
farms. 

If the Rast will feed grain as well 
as grass and let the buyers know 
about it, it can overcome its present 
reputation as a strictly grass beef

section. One of the best grazing dis- 
tricts in the United States is the 
section around Mineral Point, Wis- 
consin which many years ago pro- 
duced such well-finished steers on 
grass alone that buyers were con- 
stantly fooled into purchasing them 
as grain fed steers and got burnt 
accordingly. Once the news_ got 
around, Mineral Point steers sold 
regularly below the market. It took 
a well advertised program of grain 
feeding to put them back at the top 
of the market, where they belong- 
ed. It wasn’t so long ago, after all, 
that the Southwest had to overcome 
the idea that its ranges were entire- 
ly covered with Longhorns and that 
its beef should therefore sell at less 
than the market because of horn 
bruises suffered in transit. 


The present tendency towards 
smaller cuts of beef is in the East’s 
favor. Eastern buyers now buy hea- 
vier steers in Chicago than they 
really want, because they stand the 
long haul better than lighter cattle. 
The mounting sales of home deep 
freeze units is increasing the de- 
mand for small cuts of packaged 
beef. For the last four years the 
champion car load lot at Chicago 
has averaged less than 1000 pounds. 
Eastern stockmen can ship baby beef 
and light cattle to Jersey City with 
a minimum of drift. 


To close his talk, Mr. Davis ven- 
tured a few prophesies as to the 
future of the market—that the 29 
million turkeys to be sold_ this 
autumn would not be an upsetting

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Corn And Persimmons

W. O. Trenor of Roanoke, Vir- 
ginia is an enthusiastic owner of 
some English Hounds acquired from 
Mr. Stewart’s Cheshire Foxhounds 
in Unionville. He recently took back 
to Roanoke with him an old bitch 
that came from England before be- 
ing entered in Mr. Stewart’s pack 
where she had seen a term of excel- 
lent service. 

Mr. Trenor recently took Dor- 
mouse out with his pack for the first 
time, October 15th at 4 a. m. They 
struck a red fox’ trail within 300 
feet of their campfire and Dormouse 
went in beautifully and straight up 
and over the Blue Ridge chain of 
mountains, That evening and night 
all hounds came in but Dormouse. 
Mr. Trenor became frantic, advert- 
ising in surrounding papers, contact- 
ing game wardens in the five sur- 
rounding counties. In all he spent 5 
full days in different sections but 
no one had ever seen her. One Sun- 
day night a party telephoned he had 
seen her that day and was positive 
of it. This was verified by Mr. Tre- 
nor who recognised the bitch and 
brought her back after 26 days. She 
was 15 miles from the strike and 
within 1-4 of a mile of where the 
fox holed in on a river bluff. Dor- 
mouse was fat and sleek and had 
snhsisted on raw corn and persim- 
mons.

closed down during the war al- 
though hunting on a limited scale 
was conducted in the Rocky Ferk 
covntry with a small private pack. 

September, 1946 found us again 
hunting the Headley country near 
Zanesville, Ohio. The country of 
course had deteriorated but is in 
process of being rejuvenated with 
the landowners being very coopera- 
tive. Panels are being repaired and 
replaced. In spite of a new pack be- 
ing thrown together fair sport is 
being shown. Foxes are in abundance 
and a few good running foxes have 
been found. 

Saturday, November 16, 1946 was 
a crisp day. Hounds left the ken- 
nels at 9:00 o’clock in the morning 
with 7. subscribers’ following. 
Hounds were cast in the Howards’ 
80 acres, and were drawn north and 
west. Hounds soon disclosed that a 
fox was afoot east of Spencers lane 
in Harry Kimes’ and Normans’. 
After a few minutes of feathering, 
they began to speak to the line, 
picked it up and carried it west 
through Harry Kimes’, across his 
bottom and then’ south’ through 
Amelia’s woods and into the open 
Howard country, swinging right- 
handed toward Amelia’s thicket and 
then into the thicket.

He skirted a den near Roxv Kimes’ 
house and then turned left-handed 
across the Cottage Road west into 
Jim Tanners’ where hounds caught 
up with him. 

He made a point to Jim Tanners’ 
far woods and then swung left-hand- 
ed and back through Richardsons: 
Hounds poured down into Kimes’ 
bottom with great ery. They ther 
turned right handed nuyv_ through 
Amelia’s woods right-handed again 
through her thicket and north again 
ont of the west end of Amelia’s 
woods where he was well viewed. 
Hounds really had him straightened 
out and were but 25 or 30 yards he- 


hind him, well packed and scream- 
ing. His ears were pinned back and 
he was travelling like a shot. His 
line was straight to his den near 
Foxy Kimes’ house where he was 
well marked and where all hounds 
were up. 

This was a go of about an hour 
and a half with the last 40 minutes 
at a strong hunting pace with 
hounds well up to their fox ana 
pushing him to ground to save his 
brush.—W. M. S.

Thoroughbreds 734 Horses Bring $2,413,500 At Keeneland 


French Breds From Estate Of Joseph Widener 
Highlight Sale As $46,000 Is Bid For 
*Flying Fortress And $40,000 For *Basileus II

Some years ago, when Bert Clark 
Thayer’s photography portraying 
race horses and racing life began to 
attract attention as something new 
and charming in the field, we dub- 
hed him ‘the poet of the camera” in 
his own special metier. 

Since then he has sustained that 
title, as well as the quality of his 
work, in a consistent and very at- 
tractive manner, until today he and 
his productions are widely known 
and admired. 

Among his “racing picture books” 
are volumes upon Saratoga, Hialeah, 
Horses in the Blue Grass, etc., each 
of them unique and all of them fav- 
orites with people who love the 
Thoroughbred and “the greensward 
with the numbers up.” 

Now he is out with 
which carries the title: ‘““Whirlaway 
—The Story of a Racehorse”; which, 
it may safely be predicted, will be 
the most popular of all his efforts 
thus far. L 

Uniform in size and style with his 
Saratoga and Hialeah, and publish- 
ed by Duell, Sloan and Pearce of 270 
Madison Avenue, New York City, it 
may be described as a ‘‘story-life in 
pictures’ of the greatest money- 
winning race horse thus far to ap- 
pear, the first to earn as much as 
$500,000, and one that was a public 
idol for three seasons, during which 
he gathered unto himself a follow- 
ing such as no other American Thor- 
oughbred has enjoyed since the days 
when Equipoise was at his zenith. 

The story begins when ‘‘Whirly”’ 
—or, still more familiarly, ‘Mr. 
Longtail’—was ‘jist bein’ borned”’ 
down at Calumet Farm, Lexington, 
Ky., in the spring of 1938, and leav- 
es him there as its premier stallion 
at the present writing, with his first 
crop of offspring due to make their 
debuts upon the race track a few 
months hence among the juniors of 
1947. 

It requires a sequence of no less 
than about 150 different pictures 
all by the Thayer camera, to com- 
plete the tale, they being accompan- 
ied by an obligato of text, informal 
and not at all “historic’’ in style. but 
excellently adapted to serve thei! 
purpose as a setting for the photos. 
A complete table of Whirlaway’s 
performances and his tabulated pedi- 
gree are appended for those who 
want something on the sternly fac- 
tual side. 

While the text is very entertain- 
ing it is of course the pictures that 
are “the thing’? and we can only say 
that after having looked them 
through ‘from cover to cover” in a 
sort of preliminary canter, we have 
repeated the process several times 
since then and expect to keep on do 
ing so at intervals ‘till further 
notice.”’ 

They have everything that the 
Clark camera has taught us to ex- 
pect—originality of sbject and 
treatment, artistic quality. tasteful 
assembly and intrinsic interest. None 
of them, except a_ scattering few 
where it could not well he avoided 
are conventional. While manv of 
them have a historic value as “docu- 
ments”, those which exercise the 
most irresistible appeal are so to 
speak incidental. informal and the 
results of “happy accidents’’—all 
very carefully planned.

Perhaps the best explanation for 
the sustained high prices for Thor- 
oughbred blood and racing stock is 
that a race tracker on the half milers 
will pay $10,000 for a horse with 
which he can race in the $1,500 
features run at the half mile tracks. 
That’s how much increased purses 
have influenced prices of horses. On 
this basis the horses sold at Keene- 
land’s Fall Breeders’ Sales Company 
vendues, November 18-23 in Lexing- 
ton, Ky., especially those with pros- 
pects of running for richly endowed 
American races in 1947, brought 
relatively reasonable figures. 

All told there were 734 head sold 
of the original 781 listed in the 2 
voluminous catalogues during the 11 
session sale. These 734 brought a 
total of $2,413,150.00 for an average 
of $3,288, just $19.00 above the 
average set for the fall sale a year 
ago. In 1945 at Keeneland there 
were 552 head sold for $1,804,250.00 
for an average of $3,269. 

In the 1945 fall sales the Bradley 
horses, which were sold then, were 
largely responsible for the tremend- 
ous averages registered. This year 
the nearest large consignment, to 
off-set the level established by the 
Bradley dispersal last year, was the 
Joseph E. Widener Estate French- 
breds. These horses excited tre- 
mendous interest. Twelve of the 
older horses brought $244,000, for 
an average of $20,330 and 19 of the 
yearlings averaged $17,405. Great 
credit for these prices must go to 
Glenn Tomlinson, manager of Elmen- 
dorf Farm and his staff, for these 
imports arrived in bad shape, fol- 
lowing a poor shipment from France, 
via England. 

In the Widener sale *Basileus II 
created the widest interest. Prior 
to his appearance ‘in the sales ring 
there were rumors of syndicates be- 
ing tormed to go to $70,000. Then 
one syndicate split wide open when 
a veterinarian inspected the horse 
and agreed with other horsemen 
who considered that *Basileus II, 
son of Victrix-——*Barberybush II, by 
*Ksar, had ring bone. Still when 
he came into the ring there was a 
hush that came over the crowd. The 
brother to Bergeronette, and a stakes 
winner himself, which finished 3rd 
in the Ascot Gold Cup this year in 
England when French-breds swept 
the boards, stood quietly as he was 
introduced. He wears an inverted 
qnestionmark in his forehead. 

When the auctioneer called for 
the bids it was all over in the quick- 
est order of any horse sold during 
the entire sale. The bid-spotter mis- 
took Isadore Bieber’s original open- 
ing bid for $25,000, announced it as 
$5,000. Mr. Bieber quickly rectified 
this. One lone competitor entered 
the contest, went to $30,000 and 
then, Mr. Bieber, with his partner, 
Hirsch Jacobs sitting beside him, 
went to $40,000 and the preemptive 
bidding of Mr. Bieber had shut all 
else out. *Basileus II (pronounced 
*Basi-loose II) thus will winter at 
Jack Skinner’s, in Middleburg, Va., 
along with Stymie and prepare for a 
campaign next spring or summer. 
Actually he had shipped the worse of 
the lot. Still Mr. Bieber had an 
offer of $5,000 profit before he could 
get outside to see his purchase. 

Mr. Bieber and Mr. Jacobs also 
were winning bidders on *Flambeur, 
winner of French stakes, half-broth- 
er to stakes winners and now a 3- 
vear-old, This son of Fair Copy— 
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Red Flame, by Vermilion Pencil, was 
sold after a lengthy bidding duel, 
with many $1,000 antes, at $30,000. 

The top price of the entire week- 
long Keeneland Sale was $46,000 
which James E. Ryan, acting as 
agent for an undisclosed client, bid 
for the 2-year-old bay daughter of 
Fair Copy, half sister to *Basileus II, 
named *Flying Fortress II. The 
opening bid was $5,000. In ‘“‘fives’”’ 
they arrived quite quickly at $25,000 
and then it was creepy-crawly until 
the final price was reached. The 
daily press stated that Mr. Ryan act- 
ed for his major racing patron, Mrs. 
Esther du Pont Weir but when inter- 
viewed he merely stated: ‘‘The filly 
is not for Mrs. Weir and I am not 
able to disclose the buyer, but it is 
someone you know well.” 

Although not catalogued, it was 
rather interesting that Joe Palmer, 
who introduced each lot, brought out 
that several of the Widener mares 
had been taken to Germany during 
the occupation and there bred to 
Pharis and that progeny of these 
coverages were now in the hands of 
the American Remount in this coun- 
try, without registration papers. One 
of these mares so repatriated with a 
2-year-old Pharis filly in possession 
of the Remount was *Gossip. This 
ll-year-old daughter of *Sickle, a 
stakes winner in France, was finally 
purchased by Major Louie Beard, 
presumably acting for the Whitney 
interests, or perhaps Robert J. Kle- 
berg. $26,000 was the purchase 
price paid and it was Abram Hewitt 
who pushed Major Beard above 
the $25,000 mark. 

There was little doubt but that 
the Widener sale was the highlight 
of the entire vendue. It was most 
highly publicized and naturally had 
most color, made up as it was of 
classic blood-lines, the result of a 
lifetime interest of the late Mr. 
Widener. After this, the sales ring 
was never again as crowded and 
many of the leading buyers and rac- 
ing owners quickly departed to Lex- 
ington.

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Letter From 
New York

New $100,000 Race Announced 
By James Butler To Start 
International Racing In Air Age 





There is really news in this letter 
from the more or less dormant rac- 
ing associations of New York, for on 
a Tuesday of late November, James 
Butler and his companions among 
the “‘Boy Triumvirate” who run Em- 
pire City now, which includes Phil 
MacGuire and Buddy Travers, held a 
cocktail party in their offices high 
(83rd floor) in the Empire State 
Building at which they announced a 
new $100,000 stake to be run at 
their Autumn meeting in 1947. 

While the mere added money 
(mere, eh?) is perhaps not too news- 
worthy, the manner of its announce- 
ment and the obviously sincere 
thoughts behind it are interesting. 
This will be (unless something is 
added while this is en route to Mid- 
dleburg) the 6th stake of this mone- 
tary size in the country. It is, how- 
ever, only the second for 3-year-olds 
and upwards, the others all being 
for 3-year-olds. 

The race will be at a mile and five 
furlongs, for 3-year-olds and up- 
wards and as solace for finish out of 
1st place there will be $20,000 for 
2nd, $10,000 for 3rd and $5,000 for 
4th. And it will be weight for age, 
thus stirring arguments among the 
boys who love to pile pounds on 
horses until they are finally stopped. 

May Be First International 

But the interesting part of it is 
that young Butler really feels he is 
setting the stage for the interna- 
tional races of the future and, per- 
i that that future is already 
rere. 

At any rate, the best horses of the 
world will be invited to come over 
and have a crack at the best horses 
of this country, starting with the 
Fall of next year. It looks now as 
though the race will be held in early 
November, though the dates for New 
York racing have not been set as yet 
by the Commission. 

“There is no reason why air travel 
shouldn’t make it possible for the 
best horses of Europe or Australia, 
or anywhere else, for that matter, to 
come here to race ours,” said young 
Butler in discussing the race. ‘Cer- 
tainly the South Americans have 
been doing well up here. We just 
felt that we would like to have an 
event to which they could come any 
year when they felt like it. We 
wanted to be ready for the Air Age 
or whatever it may be called and 
have the machinery setup, instead of 
waiting and then going hurriedly 
through the planning and arranging 
at the last minute. Racing in New 
York should be the best racing in 
the country, and if there are to be 
international races, they should be 
here in New York under the best 
possible conditions.” 


Long, Cool Thoughts 

The race is not the result of a 
sudden brainstorm on the part of the 
young men who are running Empire. 
It is even no secret that that veteran 
of veterans, Matt Winn, had heen 
consulted during the birth of the 
idea. It was Colonel Winn who 
started Empire with the present 
Butler’s grandfather, and the old 
gentleman has never lost his interest 
in it nor, as anyone who knows him 
realizes, his passionate interest in 
the future and his equally passionate

The Meadow Woods, the Ist race 
of the card, of 1 1-2 miles over hur- 

dles, brought forth a good field of 8. 
and Hampton Roads, the age of 
which was not given in the program, 
and which had not started this sea- 
son, went all the way on the head- 
end. Arthur I. Meigs’ Many Flares 
got up for the place, a length ahead 
of Mrs. Gary Black’s Out of the Red. 
The time of 3:03 4-5 was rather re- 
spectable, considering the rain which 
had visited the course during the 
night. George Toomey’s McFonso, 
with Mr. W. E. Carroll riding, was 
near the pace for over a mile, was 
short at the finish, but displayed a 
nice even way of going and should 
improve. 

Sea Defense’s Virginia Plate was 
a good effort over the 3-4 mile flat 
track. This Annapolis son, like his 
stable-mate-winner Hampton Roads, 
was never far off the pace. He col- 
lared C. Mahlon Kline’s' Pasture 
Rider and went on to win from the 
1-4 pole. Pasture Rider is a son of 
Plain Peggy, a useful mare once 
owned by William Laing, father of 
the late Noel Laing. Pasture Rider 
held off another Montpelier runner, 
Samar, a home-bred daughter of 
Jattleship, by a length. 

One of the best races that Mr. J. 
V. H. “‘Bobby”’ Davis has ridden in 
his reconversion year of riding was 
in The Madison Plate. This veteran 
of many months foreign service. 
during which he was wounded in 
Burma, rode a heady circuit of the 
about 1 3-4 mile hurdle course on 
F. Ambrose Clark’s Flying Dolphin. 
taking over the lead from George H. 
Bostwick’s High Tint midway 
through the race after the latter 
mare had stung herself sorely in a 
bad jump over a hurdle. After this 
mishap, she was through, and com- 
pletely. 

Mr. Davis appreciated that he had 
the champion hurdler of 1945 to 
beat in Montpelier’s Reykjavik. He 
steadied Mr. Clark’s home-bred son 
of Mate along, so that when he ask- 
ed him to run around the final cor- 
ner, he had ample left and romped 
handily to a 5 length win with 
Jockey E. Jennings on Reykjavik 5 
lengths away. 

If Reykjavik, a daughter of Anna- 
polis, was in her true form, Mr. 
Clark’s Flying Dolphin has stepped 
himself up to real consideration for 
his 1947 outings. However, it was 
considered by many observers that 
Reykjavik has never returned to her 
hurdling form of 1945 after the 2 
smashing falls she took in essaying 
brush courses at Saratoga and also 
at Belmont, when she ran in the 
Grand National there. Mrs. Louis E. 
Stoddard, Jr.’s Big Sun finished 3rd, 
and a thoroughly respectable’ one, 
defeating Mrs. F. C. Rompel’s Dei- 
mos, a 3 time winner at the big 
racks, over hurdles, this year. 

Deimos has an interesting back- 
ground. Contracting a serious sinus 
affliction he was turned out at Dan- 
iel C. Sands’ Benton Farm, near 
Middleburg, Va., for 2 years. His 
owner, and his trainer, Arnold Scru- 
ton told Dr. Southard, Belmont vet- 
erinarian, of this indisposition. Dr. 
Southard advised that he _ felt he 
knew how to operate on the horse 
to clear up this condition. Deimos 
was shipped to Belmont and a hole 
was drilled through his forehead to 
drain the sinus channels. Then he 
came back to Warrenton, Va., where 
it was Mrs. Scruton’s responsibility 
to keep the horse in work while also 
keeping a plug secure in his fore- 
head for several days. After that a 
patch was advised to be kept over 
the aperture. Mrs. Scruton found 
that this was very difficult to keep 
secure and resorted to the use of a 
flour sack, improvised into a hood, 
making Deimos. look as.if he had 
joined the Klu Klux Klan during his 
gallops. 

Deimos jumped his first fence on

August 1. He went back to Belmont, 
won 3 straight, commencing with 
October 7, when he won over hurd- 
les at 1 3-4 miles, won again on the 
12th of October and then scored in 
the United Hunts on October 15. 

After this triumphant return to 
winning form, he visited Middle- 
burg, Va., on November 16 and won 
again over hurdles, winning The 
Oakham, at 1 1-2 miles over an up 
and down hill country lay-out. 

The finale of The Montpelier 
meeting was The Bellevue Plate, of 
1 3-4 miles on the flat. Out in the 
stable area Buck Bland, colored 
horseman of Jack Skinner’s train- 
ing establishment and Charley 
Smoot, former outstanding profes- 
sional colored steeplechasing jockey, 
now assisting at Mrs. Scott’s Mont- 
pelier, had a lot of humour about 
their respective entries. Buck Bland 
was rubbing and touting Isadore 
Bieber’s Oatmeal. Charley Smoot 
was handling Montpelier’s Jersey 
Cream. Says Buck Bland: ‘Say 
there, you all had better have plenty 
of Jersey Cream for this heah Oat- 
meal, for he’s hot’. Says Charley 
Smoot: ‘‘We’se got that thar Jersey 
Cream, and _ plenty,, and_ she’s 
smooth.” 

As the race was run, C. Mahlon 
Kline’s Valiant made the early pace 
up through the 1 1-4 mark, with 
Alvin Untermyer’s Battle-Torch 
close on. Then Oatmeal and Jersey 
Cream moved to the leaders in this 
order and gaining command, came 
down to a driving finish, a head a 
part. It proved a_ cracking good 
night-cap of a highly successful hunt 
meeting season. 

Buck Bland had to have his final 
innings and chided Charley Smoot 
with: “I’se told you all you didn’t 
have enough Cream”’

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Story Of A Foxhunting Parson 





Parson Jack Russell Filled His Pews On 
Sunday But Filled His Days With Sport 
Behind A Pack Of Foxhounds 





by Svdney R. Smith 


“Parson Jack’? Russell, whose 
name was lightly touched upon in 
previous comments, is the subject 
of an entertaining book entitled A 


MEMOIR OF THE REV. JOHN 
RUSSELL, AND HIS OUT-OF-DOOR 
LIFE published in London in 1878 
and subsequently reprinted in 1883 
and 1902. The author was the Rev. 
E. W. L. Davies who wrote in a 


knowing way, indicating that he, 
also, was one of a vanishing race— 
the sporting parson. Even in the 
good old days the gentlemen of the 
cloth seem to have found rather 


heavy going when they took to the 
field, but, in spite of episcopal agit- 
ation and the falsetto wails of some 
of their parishioners, they contrived 
to carry on lustily and on a gener- 
ous scale. 

The book under consideration 
tells that the Bishop of Exeter was 
no little perturbed by the fact that 
twenty of the reverend gentlemen 
of his diocese kept hounds; three of 
the packs being avowedly foxhounds 
while the others, nominally, hunt- 
ed the hare——presumably a more 
lerkly pursuit. 


When the book recording his ex- 
ploits appeared, “Parson Jack’’ was 
a hearty lad of 82 summers and, as 


he began keeping hounds as a school 
boy, one can only assume that epis- 
copal discipline was not too strict 
or popular outery too vociferous. 

“Parson Jack’s” father was the 
Rector of a parish in Devon where, 
as the author says. ‘‘He took pupils 
and at the same time kept hounds 
and was careful to instruct the form- 
er not only in the rudiments of 
Greek and Latin, but in those of 
“The noble science; the full enjoy- 
ment of the one being made sub- 
servient to the due acquirement of 
the other.” 

From his earliest days young 
Russell observed his venerable sire 
in the performance of his ecclesias- 
tical duties with top boots peeking 
forth from beneath his cassock so 


that it was natural for the boy to 
follow in his father’s footsteps. A 
thoroughly good man, Russell could 
perceive no incompatability between 
a wholesome indulgence in field 
sports and the proper performance 
of the duties of his profession. Popu- 
lar prejudice to the contrary not- 
withstanding there is no such in- 
compatability and I believe’ that 
there would be fewer empty pews 
if more pulpits were occupied by 
sportsmen. However, this is to wan- 
der onto delicate and controversial 
ground. 

While at school the youthful Rus- 
sell started with ferrets but soon 
gave these up and mustered a 
scratch pack of hounds which he 
kept at a blacksmith’s outside of 
town until some friend of discipline 
reported the matter to the Head- 
master, Only an eleventh hour trans- 
fer of title, which enabled Russell 
to deny truthfully that he kept 
hounds, prevented his being expell- 
ed and he went on to win a scho- 
larship of 30 pounds per annum— 
the first annual installment of which 
was invested in a horse. 

Russell continued to hunt when 
he went on to Oxford in 1814 and. 
when he had his first cure, he start- 
ed a pack of otter hounds. This was 
a poor lot, Russell was even hamp- 
ered by impecuniosity, and it is said 
that he walked three’ thousand 
miles without finding an _ otter. 
Surely enough to discourage a les- 
ser person. 

One of Russell’s early mentors 
was Mr. George Templer, Master of 
the famous ‘‘Let-em-Alones’’. Mr. 
Templer kept some ten couple of 
well exercised foxes which were 
dropped in full view of his highly 
disciplined pack of dwarf foxhounds 
Not a hound would stir until the 
Master, standing watch in hand. 
had allowed fair law and had utter- 
ed the last word of his signal ‘‘one. 
two and away’’—one old hound 
keeping his eye peeled for the clos- 





Hollyrood Farm Famous In Trotting 





Famous Trotting Nursery In Kentucky Next 
To Hal Price Headley Thoroughbred 


Farm Known As Beaumont

The annual fall vearling sales of 
trotters brings to mind another fam- 
ous nusery, Hollyrood Farm in 
Lexington, Ky., which once flourish- 
ed with the best in the matter of 
hloodstock. It is now seven years 
since the death of the owner, John 


L. Dodg and the dispersal of the 
majority of the’ stallions. brood- 
mares and trotters-in-training which 
he owned. 


Dodge bought Hollyrood Farm 
omewhere around the turn of the 
century and started breeding trot- 


ters in a modest way. A man of 
trong convictions in the gentling 
of the trotter, he was a vigorous foe 


of the whip and heavy hand as in- 

struments for a trainer and driver. 

He also held pacers more or less in 

-ontempt and considered the hop- 

pled pacer a disgrace to the sport of 
ness racing. 

Perhaps the best known of his 
earliest products was Periscope who 

ok a record of 2.03 1-2 and won 
the Kentucky Futurity as a 3-year- 
old in 1919. The fastest record trot- 
ter which he bred and raced was 
Hollyrood Phyllis 2.00 1-2, a daugh- 

of Hollyrood Prince. 

The most noted of his trotters, 
however, was Hollyrood Dennis 3. 
2901 1-4, which set the record for 
the fastest heat ever trotted in the 
Tlambletonian Stake (in 1932) al- 
thouch he failed to win the race 
from The Marehioness. Other Holly- 
rood-bred performers who were bet- 
ter. than average included Holly- 
rood Dick, 2.00 1-4, Hollyrood Aud- 
rey 2nd 2.02, Hollyrood Colin 2.02 


3-4 and Hollyrood Chief 2.01. 

To every trotter he bred, Dodge 
tacked the name ‘Hollyrood”’ thus 
making his nusery known through- 
out the world. Many of the Dodge- 
bred harness racers found their way 
across the Atlantic including Holly- 
rood Dennis, Hollyrood Portia and 
Hollyrood Robin. 

The Hollyrood Farm in Kentucky. 
lay next to a famous Thoroughbred 
breeding farm, Beaumont Farm. 
owned by Hal Price Headley. Both 
Mr. Dodge and Headley were long- 
time neighbors and their friendship 
led to an interchange of names as 
a compliment to each other. One of 
Headley’s best 3-year-ofds in 1936 
was named Hollyrood in honor of 
his neighbor’s stud while Mr. Dodge 
returned the compliment by nam- 
ing one of his best yearlings Holly- 
rood Beaumont in 1936. 

As an indication of the influence 
which his breeding operations exert- 
ed on the Standard-bred, the Trot- 
ting Register of 1939 contains about 
53 trotters racing that year with the 
familiar Hollyrood trademark pre- 
ceding their names. Although Mr. 
Dodge preferred to train and drive 
his own stable on the Grand Cir- 
cuit. many of his better candidates 
for stakes would provably have 
gained more victories in races if a 
professional driver had been in the 
sulky. But Mr. Dodge was a true 
sportsman whose watchword was 
“active participation in the sport’ 
and the winning of a race was all 
the sweeter to him because of his 
efforts. 
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ing of the watch in the’ master’s 
hand. The chase being on, a tender 
solicitude for the safety of the fox 
produced harder riding than was 
knewn to the most blood-thirsty of 
fox killers. Templer’s hounds were 
so obedient to a rate that foxes 
could be picked up right in front of 
them without a hair broken and they 
were rewarded with nice juicy rab- 
bits. One good fox, by name “The 
Bold Dragoon’’, furnished 36 fine 
runs and is depicted by Lionel Ed- 
wards in his FAMOUS FOXHUNT- 
ERS riding home from the chase 
peacefully ensconced on the croupe 
of the master’ horse. 

In this school Russell learned the 
scientific handling of hounds which 
enabled him to belie Beckford’s as- 
sertion that ‘“‘no pack of foxhounds 
is complete without two whippers- 
in’. Most of the time Russell show- 
ed splendid sport with no help ex- 
cept that of a lad of all work and a 
little casual assistance from his 
field. On one occasion he _ found 
three foxes at once and accounted 
for all three in turn. 

He had extraordinary endurance 
in the saddle and the book is full of 
anecdotes of his achievements. As 
an example, when only 79 he accept- 
ed an invitation to visit and hunt 
80 miles away. Arriving on time for 
the meet on Monday, he hunted on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday with different packs. On Sat- 
urday having put a fox to ground. 
Russell pulled out his watch and 
finding it to be two o’clock, he said 
good-bye to his hostess and started 
for home across the moors—a mere 
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70 miles. Changing horses once he 
arrived home at 11 P. M., had a good 
night’s sleep to refresh himself for 
three services in his parish on Sun- 
ay. 


However well founded, the story 
persists that in testing the voices of 
two rival applicants asptring to be- 
come his curate, “Parson Jack” 
made the aspirants give ‘‘view-hol- 
loas’”’ and selected the candidate 
with the most penetrating and son- 
orous voice. 


Regardless of some frivolous al- 
legations that achieved a_ limited 
circulation, Russell was apparently 
beloved by all classes of the com- 
munity and there was never any ser- 
ious suggestion that he neglected 
his duties as a parish priest. As for 
myself, I feel that, had I been one 
of his flock, I would have been more 
attentive to my religious exercises 
than I am now—shame upon me.

Heavy Weather In England 
More Difficult For Horses 
Than Ground That Rattles 


By J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


It is very true that ‘‘winter fol- 
lows close on the tail of the last 
horse at the Doncaster St. Leger 
meeting’. There are signs every- 
where that the summer which never 
came has given place to autumn. 
Horses’ coats are “‘breaking’’, nights 
have been so wet and cold that 
many of us have earlier than usual 
brought thin-coated horses in at 
night. Thoroughbreds especially, 
cannot stand chill winds and a lot 
of wet. They lose condition quickly 
and look the picture of misery, with 
their heads hung, their tails clap- 
ped down tight, their coats staring, 
as they shiver in such shelter as 
they can find in their pastures. 


The state of the ground, with its 
present waterlogged condition is 
not fit to ride over either from the 
farmers’ point of view or the horse- 
man’s. Those (and the number has 
been small), who have seized such 
opportunities as they have had to 
attend early morning fixtures, tell 
the same story of hock-deep going 
and of shoes pulled off in the hold- 
ing land. Unless there are drying 
winds very soon the man _ with 
two hunters only will find that he 
won’t get much hunting, and the 
other day a well-known trainer of 
jumpers, who is getting his horses 
ready for the National Hunt season, 
told me that his experience was that 
far more horses are broken down 
when the ground is soft than when 
it ‘rattles’. Hay was never at such 
a price, and there is a tremendous 
amount of secrecy, amongst train- 
ers and other as to how much a ton 
they have paid for their winter sup- 
ply. Wheat straw for bedding used 
to be plentiful at little more than 
the cost of transport, but it is not 
so today, and much of it is full of 
thistles. As for good old oats—the 
dry, fat, thin-skinned sort—bran, 
and beans, for horse fodder, those 
with horses find these are as scarce 
as whisky, and the rationing cou- 
pons more difficult to obtain than 
was petrol in the darkest war days. 
Altogether those concerned’ with 
sport and stable management dur- 
ing the coming winter are faced 
with problems greater than have 
ever before been known.

A well-known 
breeder suggested that temper was 
hereditary, and that dangerous 
horses were no longer sent to stud 
as sires, but unsexed in their racing 
days to see if that would make them 
more amenable. <A trainer told us 
that when he was a boy, horses 
which were difficult at the post, or 
would not jump off, were unmerci- 
fully flogged, and that he remem- 
bered such a horse having a dozen 
crackers tied to his tail one morn- 
ing when taken out to exercise, On 
arriving at the starting point on the 





off went the horse, and never more 
did he decline to start! Similar dras- 
tic methods were not uncommon 
with bloodstock. The late William 
I’Anson of Malton, often told me 
that ‘“‘too much corn, and too little 
work makes stallions bad to man- 
age’. He also held the view that 
racehorses, and particularly colts, 
should be ‘‘kept in their places”, and 
made to know who is boss, as pet- 


ting, and cobbling, makes horses 
cheeky”. This may apply to some 
horses, but I’Anson’s latter views 
are not generally held, and, al- 


though he trained more winners on 
the flat than any man alive or dead, 
his system was known to be severe.

dramatic quality, where it is called 
for, is well served. We behold ‘‘Mr. 
Longtail’ in the act of “doing it” 
upon each of the so-memorable oc- 
casions when he was making his as- 
cent of the ladder to its tiptop rung. 

We also are given a view of him 
when he was stubbing his toe—as 
he did now and then in that process 

against such obstacles as Alsab 
and Market Wise; thougn the Classic 
in which Attention so unexpectedly 
took his measure is not portrayed, 
as the Thayer camera is not focused 
upon what goes on in the Chicago 
terrain—a regrettable fact seeing 
that so much goes on there worthy 
of its attention, together with back- 
srounds, at Arlington Park, in espec- 
ial, much more pleasing to the eye 
than anything that most American 
race courses have to offer. 

This is not, of course, the first 
book consecrated to an individual 
race horse that has appeared. Man 
o’ War and Seabiscuit have both been 
“biographed” in pictorial fashion—- 
and as far back as the year 1823 
American Kclipse, after he had beat- 
en Henry in the great North vs. the 
South match race on Long Island, 
had his life story published. The 
same being true later on of Boston 
and then of Lexington. 

All these are now  “ecollectors’ 
items.’’ Few collectors have com- 
plete sets of them because very few 
exist. In time the volume now un- 
der review is certain to take its 
place in the same category. There- 
fore need we add more than that a 
word to the wise is sufficient?

It 
was a national magazine which re- 
quested information on ‘‘How much 
was lost at the races this season?”’. 
Alex Robb, T. R. A. executive sec- 
retary says: ‘It’s surprising how 
many still think of the total handle 
at a race track as money lost’’. The 
individual may win or lose but the 
public only loses the ‘‘take’’, which 
in New York and now Illinois too, 
is 15 percent of the total betting. 


Underlying Principles 
Crawford Burton, an outstanding 
amateur rider in his time, winner of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup and other 
important cup races, drank a toast 
to the future riders in the game at 
the William C. Langleys’ the other 
night, at a dinner for the Middle- 
burg Hunt Race Assn. committee. 
The underlying principles for riding 
might well be wrapped in the fol- 
lowing, quoted by Mr. Burton: 
“Your heads, keep up; your heels 

and your hands, keep down’’. 


A Couple Of Tickets 

The pass word at the National 
Horse Show was ‘“‘Have you got a 
couple of tickets for tonight?” 
George W. Brassil, Asst. Secy., 
Treas., of the greatest of all Ameri- 
can horse shows faced the ticket 
problem nobly, happily and _ satis- 
factorily for many. Said Whitney 
Stone, Pres., at a dinner concluding 
the now celebrated 63rd_ fixture, 
“George Brassil did a superhuman 
job.” 

Flying Boy 

Miss Nancy Heller, who has writ- 
ten many a fine line for The Chron- 
icle as well as ridden one with Mon- 
mouth County Hunt (N. J.), and 
Amory Haskell’s (M. F. H.,) harrier 
pack, visited Virginia for hunting 
and the Middleburg race week-end. 
Out with Piedmont Hunt on Friday, 
November 15, her Flying Boy, an 
honest hunter if ever there was one 
dropped dead of a heart attack. The 
17-year-old, which she had ridden 
regularly for the past 10 years, with 
the exception of the 3 years of war 
when Miss Heller was in the WACS, 
had vanned down from New Jersey 
the day before and seemed full of 
himself as hounds tried vainly to 
find a fox in impossible’ scenting 
conditions. Flying Boy dropped to 
the ground as the field was hacking 
to covert-side up near Corotoman in 
the Blakely Grove countryside. 


Casuality List 
At this season of the year it is 
customary for many sportsmen and 
women to come croppers and be vic- 
tims of the pleasures with horse and 
hound. During the past fortnight, 
Mrs. Norman K. Toerge had a mean 


spill over a fence, when her horse 
made a mistake. She suffered severe 
lacerations of chin and mouth, with 
stitches necessary. This was in 
Orange County hunting.—William 
Seipp, also a regular of Orange 
County took a bad smasher, rising 
with a broken collar-bone and sey- 
eral ribs, which pretty well conclud- 
es his sport for this season.—Mrs.

“Chilton” meet that Saturday and 
was not able to hunt herself due to 
a collar-bone fracture and wearing 
a huge shoulder and arm east. A fall 
over a fence it was.—Mrs. Jean 
Bowman, who is responsible for The 
Chronicle’s sketch in the ‘Weekly 
Quiz’? and whose lovely horse paint- 
ings have frequently been a credit 
to this publication’s front page, suf- 
fered a severe concussion, following 
a fall with Blue Ridge Hounds, when 
her hunter, shieing from an over- 
hanging branch, refused a panel 
and went through a wire fence. Phy- 
sicians advise she will be recovered 
within a week, but absolute quiet 
was essential. Still others hunting 
with Blue Ridge, which seems to 
have borne the brunt of early sea 
son injuries, are Mrs. William No 
land, Jr., (Anne Shaeffer) with a 
broken right wrist and broken left 
arm, Mrs. Bluford Spencer with a 
cracked vertebra, while George 
Greenhalgh, Sr., broke his arm Mon- 
day, November 25th when his young 
4-year-old threw him after colliding 
with wire at a jump.

Hunt Sponsors 
Warm-Up Hunter Day

A warm-up for the hunting sea- 
son ahead to get horses and riders 
on their toes was held on Sweetbriar 
Farm in Penns Park, Bucks County, 
Pa., Saturday, Oct. 12. 

The rain the night before the 
show softened the hard ground and 
made perfect footing for the special 
outside hunter course. The course 
consisted of natural hunting jumps, 
arranged so that a good hunter had 
an opportunity to move on and fly 
over the wide jumps, but there were 
also short turns such as those often 
encountered in the hunting field, as 
well as inviting temptations to go 
off the course over a low fence dir- 
ectly ahead, which was not in the 
course. There was an in and out 
through a pen which resembled a 
narrow lane with post and rail fence 
on either side. 

Red and white flags were used on 
all jumps to clearly mark the course 
and indicate turns. Corn shocks 
were used as wings, adding a real 
fall touch. Spectators could easily 
see the entire performance from 
their position on top of a rise of 
ground, therefore did not crowd out 
on the course, which happens so 
often in the usual horse show, to dis- 
tract the horses or rider. 

Junior and Senior members of 
neighboring hunts participated, rid- 
ing their favorite hunters themsel- 
ves. The jumps were not formidably 
high, which encouraged fox hunting 
people to ride their own horses, and 
gave them an opportunity to show 
their ability to manage and control 
their horses as it is necessary to do 
when hunting. 

There was a class especially for 
members of hunt staffs and profes- 
sionals which called for a good 
hunter and good horsemanship. No 
jump was over 4’-6” but the course 
consisted of a combination outside 
hunter course plus a handy hunter 
course, which was not easy. 

Doug Paxson, the Master of Hunt- 
ingdon Valley Hunt, put up a beau- 
tiful plate which is to be won 3 
times for permanent possession. The 





enthusiasm in this class Was con- 
tagious and practically every horse 
on the grounds had a try for the 

Master’s Trophy. Miss Peggy Peo- 
ples’ beautiful ride on King Dora 
earned her the ist leg on the trophy, 
with 2nd place going to the biggest 
hunter in the show, Steelbriar own- 
ed by Sweetbriar Farm, while 3rd 
place went to little Brucie Miller 
riding his little gray hunter Mid- 
night. 

Pink coats and top hats were the 
order of the day, making a very col- 
orful exhibition for the spectators. 
Landowners and their friends were 
invited to come and enjoy this day 
of real sporting competition. Hunt- 
ingdon Valley Hunt is most anxious 
to acquaint our non-riding neigh- 
bors, many of whom are members 
of Huntingdon Valley Hunt, with the 
great sport of fox hunting, and in a 
small way, thank them for the pri- 
vilege of hunting over their property. 

The judges, Donald G. Perkins, 
ex-M. F. H. and Captain A. M. Mar 
shall, an old hand at fox hunting, 
were not asked to judge conforma- 
tion, except in the green hunter 
class, which required that all horses 
be 5 years old or younger.
